GOOD HORSES HEADING FOR KENTUCKY. 

Racers from Eastern Points En Route to Churchill 
Downs — Gossip from Louisville. 

Louisville, Ky., September 6. — Secretary L. H. 
Davis received word today from Tom Hatfield that 
Ills string of eleven horses would arrive here tomor- 
row. Mr. Hatfield will bring a part of his string 
from Windsor and another division will come from 
l.atoiiia. Among the horses Mr. Hatfield will race 
here are Piukolu and Friend Harry, both of which 
are owned by Edward Alvey. Two other members 
of tlie Hatfield stable are Emperor William and 
llowdy Howdy. 

l’at Dttunc lias sent Secretary Davis word that he 
will ship from Saratoga. His best horse is The 
Peer. Mr. Dunne will start west tomorrow. With 
him will come former jockey Tommy Burns, who 
now has Glucose. 

George M. Odom lias wired from Saratoga that he 
will be at Churchill Downs the last of the week with 
his siring, which includes Nimbus, Prince Gal and 
Bonnie Kelso. 

Former jockey William Walker, who developed 
Round the f World, arrived today from Saratoga. He 
said that S. C. Hildreth would bring his entire 
stable to Churchill Downs except King James, Joe 
Madden and Fayette, all of which have broken down. 
He thinks Fit* Herbert will till his engagements 
here beyond question. 

(’apt. J. T. Williams was here a few days ago and 
liad six stalls reserved for liis string of horses 
which lie proposes to ship here after the Lexington 
meeting is over. “1 would come here earlier.” said 
Captain Williams to Secretary Davis, “but I want 
to run in a race or two at Lexington and then, to 
tell you the truth, they have better grass around 
Lexington than here and I believe race horses need 
grass at all stages of their training. I have five 
horses to bring here, all two-year-olds. Three of 
them are winners, Governor Gray. Earl Scuff and 
County Tax. while the other two are Sweet Owen, 
a bay colt by Bridgewater — Rosemae. and New 
Idea, a bay filly by Semprouius — I’eavine. A bay 
filly by Alloway — Helen Thomas, 1 have turned out 
until next season. She may make a useful tliree- 
year-old, though she was not much as a two-year- 
old this season. Governor Gray summered in grand 
form for ine and will race well this fall. I nomi- 
nated him for the Autumn Stakes and the Iroquois 
and Frank Felir Handicaps, for all ages, over con- 
siderable distances of ground. I never thought it 
hurt a two-year-old to run in such races in the fall 
of the year. A youngster gets in with a big pull in 
the weights and lie is nearing his three-year-old age 
in October* anil November. I now have a lightweight 
jockey In Morgan, a laiy who rode around Newport 
and other Kentucky tracks about fifteen years ago. 
He is thirty years old now. but can ride as well 
as in liis younger days. 1 have not lmugbt a year- 
ling t tils season and won’t buy any at the fall sales. 

I intend to race clear through tlie Latonia meeting 
and may turn out my horses in November. If I try 
the winter game with any of my string I will go to 
Juarez.” 

PENSACOLA OPENING THANKSGIVING DAY. 

Lexington, Ky.. September 6. — W. H. Fizer was 
here today and made arrangements for five stalls for 
the fall meeting. He will send his horses here 
from Louisville next week. Commenting upon 
winter racing plans in Florida Mr. Fizer "said: "Our 
association will open at Pensacola Thanksgiving Day. 
race thirty days there, then move to Tampa for 
sixty days. Tampa will not stand 100 days of rac- 
ing. Our experience there last winter cost us 
$22,300. J. U. Strode is now at Pensacola convert- 
ing the lialf-mile trac-k into a three-quarter mile 
course and he will come north in a few days to 
make stake announcements, etc. I feel that we will 
recover our loss of last winter by racing at both 
Pensacola and Tampa.” 

While here Mr. Fizer. in partnership with Fletcher 
Driver, closed a deal with Irving H. Wheateroft 
for tlie two-.vear-olils Marlboro and Union Jack. 
The price was not made public but it is known that 
Mr. Wheateroft held Marlborough at $3,500 and 
I’jiioii Jack at $2,500. 

James R. Keene and physicians after consultation 
this afternoon gave the following to tin- press: 
“Mr. Keene’s condition today is good and he is 
apparently doing well. There lias so far been no 
Indication of any extension of the pneumonia and 
it may lie said that his general condition is favor- 
alile.” Foxliall Keene and Major Daingerfield spent 
a few minutes with Mr. Keene this afternoon and 
found him cheerful, they said.

Prominent Stables of Country Well Represented— 
F. J. Pons Tells of Preparations for Winter 
Racing at Jacksonville. 



Cincinnati, O., Septemlier 6. — A number of horse- 
men who were in attendance at the Windsor meet- 
ing. wiiieh eame to a close on Monday, arrived in 
Cincinnati today en route south. Among them were 
Walter O. Parmer, Judge Charles F. Price, F. J. 
Pons, J. O. Holder aud W. G. King-Dodds. Mr. 
Parmer, who Is part owner and secretary of the 
Windsor track, expressed gratification over the 
success of the recent meeting and characterized it 
as the best ever held there. He attributed its suc- 
cess and the high-class racing in good part to the 
vigilance of Judge Price, his action during the 
preceding meeting in ruling off by the wholesale 
nffenders who had been caught In practices detri- 
mental to the best interests of the turf exercising 
a wholesome effect. Mr. Parmer feels optimistic of 
the future of racing, especially in Canada. He de- 
parted tonight for liis home in Nashville, Tenn. 

Francis J. Pons, who is president of the racing 
association at Jacksonville, Fla., will stop at Louis- 
ville to sec his extensive string of racers quartered 
at Churchill Downs before proceeding to Jackson- 
ville. where he will aid in the work preliminary 
to the winter meeting at Monereif Park. He stated 
that he has assurances from some of the most im- 
portant racing owners in the country that they 
would ship horses to engage In racing at Jackson- 
ville. 

The only new official at Monereif this winter will 
lie F. *W. Gerhardy, who will displace Elmer Lau- 
rence as the clerk of the scales and possibly iu tlie 
secretary’s office. Mr. Pons will return for the 
opening at Louisville and will race his horses at all 
the Kentucky tracks this fall. He lias his horses 
entered liberally in all the stakes. 

Judge Charles F. Price stopped over during the day 
and departed tonight for Louisville. He is enthu- 
siastic over tlie prospects for high-class racing at 
Lexington. Louisville and Latonia this fall and ex- 
presses the belief that it will be on a par with 
metropolitan sport. "There is keen interest in the 
cast in the approaching Kentucky meetings,” 
said he, “and it is the general understanding that 
’some of the most prominent horsemen in the couutry 
will be represented.” 

John Haehmeister. who arrived today from Wind- 
sor, got busy at once compiling the big list of en- 
tries to tlie Latonia stakes and fouud among them 
some of the smartest racers in tlie country. Such 
prominent ownqrs as August Belmont, S. C. Hil- 
dreth. Beverwyek Stable. R. F. Carman. Peter Wim- 
mer. P. Dunne, E. W. Heffner. G. M. Odom. Barney 
Schreiber, T. C. McDowell, Woodford Clay, Ed 
Alvey, George J. Long, J. N. Camden aud others 
will have representation. Tlie total number received 
to date for the eight stakes is 412, an average of 
fifty-one.
